The erowds
whtrh grosted him at every furn wers
B0 good natured and so disposed to
choer that the president, nlthough
weariod when he renched his tealn, ex-
pressed himself ns baving thoroughly
enjoyed himeell.

The final numbers last night on the
preshifont's extraordinnreily lengthy lint
of engagements were & magoifosnt
anguot by the Commercial club and
hisn wisit to m mosting of the Chl-
oign Urlokinyers' and stone Masons'
union, of which he wae® fortnight ngo
alected an honorary member.

An sxviting incldent varled, and for
almost o woinent  threutened to upnet
the president's conseleas round of ac-
tivitiesn. While In Bis carringe on Con-
press sireet en moute to Memorial Hall
to great (he membern of the Soclety of
the Army of the Tennosses, one of the
horses attached to the president’s cur-
ringe becamo fractlous nna evioced o
desire to run. The driver had all he
coultd do to restraln the animal, nnd
after he had been tugging ut the lines
